All About Water. 


Last Saturday the Water Board 
ceased supplying water for Woodbrook 
Cemetery as the result of a disagree- 
nent between them and the Cemetery 
Commissioners respecting the pay for 
10,000,000 gallous of water that ran 
to waste by reason of an unknown 
hole in the supply pipe. ‘Technically 
it may be that the Cemetery Board are 
liable, but morally they are not, and it 
looks as though the water people were 
after the ‘pound of flesh.” ‘The for- 
mer was entirely ignorant of the 
alleged waste of water, vor could they 
be made aware of it except by infor- 
mation from the Water Board, whose 
duty, morally at least, was to report 
the story of their metre to them. Not 
only so, but we understand that the 


Rules make it the imperative duty of 


the Water Board to take metres, where 
water is thus supplied, once a quarter, 
and to render quarterly bills for the 
same. This was vot done in this case, 
which puts a different face on the 
strict legality of the claim. It is a 
fuct too, we believe, that the Water 
Board have refused to arbitrate the 
matter, which looks somewhat singular 
to say the least. It is a nice littl 


quarrel, with strict law, perhaps, on 
oue side, and justice on the other. 
Last Monday Mayor Allen, in 
the plenitude ot his power, brought 
the Water Board up all standing in 
their controvery with the Cemetrey 
|Commissioners. He gave peremptory

1} of Capt. William Woodberry was found 
on tire. The bells were rang and the 
three town fire engines did their duty. 
The thunes, which were spreading fast, 
were in a short time subdued. The 
building was much damaged, but insured. 
The furniture of the house was destroyed 
and all the wearing apparel of the in- 
mates was lost by being stolen after 
being carried trom the building. Among 
the articles taken was a valuable watch. 
The family, including Mr. Woodberry’s 
mother, an infirm lady, were removed 
from the building without suffering any 
injury. The fire omginated in a defect 
between a chimney and a partition. 
The citizens contributed about $370 to 
relieve Mr. Woodberry’s wants. 

An attempt was made at this period 
toestablish The Woburn Female Seminary, 
under Miss M. A. Cole, as teacher, the 
term to begin on April 10th, the course 
of instruction to be the English Branches, 
Latin, Freneh, Italian, and Spanish 
languages, drawing, painting and em- 
broidery. This school appears to be 
overshadowed by one started at West 
Medford at this time. 

A fire association for rescuing and pre- 
serving property at fires was under con- 
sideration at this time, in view of the 
losses sustained by Capt. Woodberry 
during the late fire in his house. 

Woburn is the subject of ketch in 
JOURNAL, for April 21 from 
Goward’s “Real Estate Register.” Ac- 
eording to the sketch: ‘This is one of 
the most flourishing and beautiful towns 
in the vicinity of Boston.’’ Its scenery, 
soil, and natural advantages, appearance, 
activity and business, public buildings, 
schools, and lake (Horn Pond) surrounded 
by mountains, render it one of the many 
New England towns one took pleasure 
and pride in describing. Its situation 
and early history are briefly sketched. 
The churches, schools, business, the 
pond, ice-houses, the canal, residences, 
geographical divisions, historical remin- 
iscences, and ancient buildings come in} 
for a share of some very good descrip- 
tion, At this time a fine building for 
the accommodation of tho public High 
School was in process of construction.

1, ‘Again David gathered together all 
the chosen men of Israel, 80,000." In I 
Chron it is written that he gath 
ered all Israel from Naeypt to Hemath, and 
it is also written in verse Lof that chapter 
that he did this after consulting with his 
captains and leaders, His habit was to 
inquire of the Lord (IL Sam, v, 19, 258), 
but this looks like rellanee upon the wis: 
dom of man rather than upon God, See 
Ps, xxxvil, 6; Prov, iil, 6, 6, for the right 
way in every matter. 

2. °°'To bring up from thence the ark of 
God, Whose name is called by the name of 
the Lord of Hosts that dwelleth between 
the cherubim.’* Baale of Judah is Kirjath- 
had 
boon in the house of Abinadab in the hill 
since the Philistines had sent it home in 
the new cart (1 Sam, vil, 1); probably over 
60 years, for it Was there long before Saul 
Was anointed king, and he reyned 40 
yours (Acts xiii, 21).0 The ark was the 
Fpocial symbol of the presence of God, and 
when it was first made Hetold Moses that 
He would commune with bin from above 
the merey soat, from between the two 
shorubim (lox, xxv, 22), So that it was 
the place of meeting and of communion 
between God and man. lt wasa wondrous 
type of Christ as the end of the law for 
righteousness, and us the atonement for 
our sins, 

“And they set the ark of God upon a 
new cart.’’ It was well enough for the 
Philistines to do this, for they had no in- 
structions from God as to His pleasure, 
but Israel had commands from God that 
the ark should be borne upon the shoulders

of the Levites set apart for that purpose 
(Num, iv, 24, 25; vii, 0). Davidalso knew

As one hus 
said, ‘The work of the Lord must be done

6. “Uzzah put forth his hand to the ark 
of God and took hold of it, for the oxen 
shook it.’’ The margin says that they 


stumbled, This was the beginning of the 
trouble that day, or rather the beginning 
of God's manifest disapproval of this way

A Grand Celebration. 


Rev. Danigt Marcu, D. D., was born 
at Millbury, Maas., July 21, 1816, and was 
consequently 80 years old last Tuesday. 
He spent the years of childhood among the 
wild woods, green flelds and running brooks 
of a New England farm. So he came by | 
inheritance to the occupation whieh had 
been pursued by his ancestors of many 
generations.

Since | 
that time he has continued in the active 
work of the ministry, without interruption 
to the present day, 

Rev. Dr. March has travelled in many 
lands; has crossed the Atlantic seven times | 
and been around the globe once. He has | 
visited all the Capitals of Europe except 
Lisbon, and looked in upon most of the 
reat cities and historic scenes of the far 
East. 

The Reverend gentleman has published 
eight volumes, besides many sermons and 
addresses, and of the books more than half 
a million copies have been sold in America, 
inany more in England. Five have been 
translated into four of the languages of 
Kurope, and sold in great numbers, espe 
cially in Sweden and all the Scandinavian 
countries. He is constuntly receiving let: 
ters from all parts of our own country and 
from foreign lands expressing deep interest 
in the books, and conveying kind regards to 
the author, His books have all grown out

First Congregational church of Woburn 
began on Oct. 1, 1856, and continued to 
Feb. 17, 1862, when he resigned. Shortly 
after he was called to the Clinton street 
church in Philadelphia, where he remained 
10 years. While in Philadelphia some of 
his literary works were published by a well 
known publishing house there; indeed, it 
has been said that his principal reason for 
leaving Woburn and settling in that city 
was to superintend the issuing of his re- 
ligious books, in the production of which 
he was then engaged. 

On Jan. 1, 1876, the Wonurs Journar 
said: ‘Rev. Daniel March, D. D., of the 
Clinton street Presbyterian ehurch, Phila- 
delphia, has been engaged to supply a pulplt 
at St. Augustine, Florida.” 

On Oct. 9, and Nov, 22, 1876, the First 
Congregational church and parish of Wo- 
burn voted unanimously to call Rev. Dr. 
March to return to his old pastorate. He 
wasin this town five weeks that fall and 
during the time supplied the pulpit of} 
the church, beginning Oct. 29. He also 
preached the Thanksgiving sermon, and in 
its issue after election the JOURNAL said ‘tit 
seemed like old times to have Rey. Dr. 
March invoking the Divine blessing at the 
opening of the meeting on election day.” 
That was in November, 1876. At the close 
of his visit he wentto Florida and preached 
there. We have heard it said that he was 
a good missionary among the negroes of the 
South, and took a deep interest in their 
intellectual and moral advancement. Rey. 
Dr. March has always been strongly imbued 
with the true missionary spirit. His numer-

In October, 1894, being in poor health,

the Doctor to withdraw his leer, but with- 
out avail, Elis action was a serious blow to 
all, for he was and is greatly beloved, and 
several ways were suggested by which it 
was hoped his valuable services might be 
retained, but none of them availed, for his 
health was poor, and he adhered to his de- 
cision, believing it would be better for bim 
and the church to do so, 

Finally, although the cross was heavy for 
church and parish, the resignation was ac 
cepted, and in June, 1895, Rev. Doremus| 
Scudder of New York was chosen to take 
his place, and Rey, Daniel March, D. D,

Dear friends, there are times when our 
community composed of diverse elements 
like ours is welded into a blessed unity of 
spirit by some noble force and heart beats 
in harmony with heart as God's children 
realize their kinship. ‘Tonight is such ag 
occasion. We are one great tribal family 
gathered in the wigwam of our chief and 
patriarch to wish him well on his birthday 
and to bring him our gifts of grateful affec 
tion for his long, kind, patient, helpful 
leadership. 

It our age has any distinguishing trait it 
is that of making most of present time. It 
was the fashion of our foretathers to under 
rate the value of this life. Other worldli- 
ness dominated their religion and bade them 
live for heaven, ‘They hada habitof giving 
their property to charity after they were 
gone, They shrank from speaking one’s 
kind thought of a neighbor to his face 
When he was dead and it mattered nothing 
to him his virtues were widely paraded, 
Today all this is changed. Our idea is not 
so much to live for heaven as to try and 
make this world a paradise, We have ali 
eternity to enjoy the future world and only 
avery tiny segmentof time for work here 
The lawyers bave taugltrich men to be the 
executors of their own charitable bequests 
Somehow we like to see with living and not 
dead men’s eyes what good our gifts can do 
We no longer think it unmanly to tell a 
friend our loving opinion of him. The 
kindly word of appreciation spoken tace to 
face is worth a hundred epitaphe inscribed 
on Cold tombstones. In this spirit we are 
here tonight 

There's not one of us present but owes a 
debt of deepest gratitude to Dr. March, Ih 
is nothing else than the common bonesty of 
the heart thaturges us to pay a small part of 
our debt here and now, And in the presence 
of the life of him to whom we look up to 
Hight as father and friend how splendid a 
thing seems the privilege of existence! 
Whatin all the universe can be compared 
with the giftot life in an age like oure where 
true, kind, faithful, unselfleh, Christian 
living, permeatiog Community after com- 
munity, encircling the globe itself in ite 
influence, inspiring hearts with lofty ideas, 
cheering the sorrowful, moulding righteous 
character, making Hs undying impress on 
one’s generation, sands so strikingly so 
winningly revealed as it does before us this 
evening? 

Sometine Ll should like to testify to the 


city and come to enjoy for a few weeks 
the rest and refreshment of a suburban 
town. It has been such a delight to 
dream of getting out of the city into 
the country where all is peace and 
quiet, where “the broad leaves clasp 
their little hands in glee,” and I can feel 
one with the freshness and hope of the 
springtime, as I swing lazily in my ham 
mock and like Beethoven “listen to the 
grass blades grow,” or watch the fleecy | 
clouds chasing each other across the 
blue, reminding me of the three little 
clouds that tried to get to the sunset 
before the sun got there. Blessed vision! 
O, do not wake me, let me dream again! 

It does not all turn out exactly as | 
had anticipated; what ever does? There 
are a good many houses and people on 
this street, more than trees or shady 
nooks, yet there is an open field opposite, 
a little to the right, and another field, 
with bushes and rocks and some trees 
next the house, on the left. Between 
this field and my window a short street 
leads’ down to “Kidville,” a place which 
probably supplies more boys to the 
square yard than any other suburb of 
Joston. 

Today I expected a friend to visit me} 
and hoped nature and all my surround- 
ings would put on their holiday attire. 
They did. The weather was fine, and 
—for the rest—surely no street ever 
furnished a more buoyant, striking, 
musical and varied entertainment than 
this has today, and yet, it is ever thus. 

It is morning and everybody and every- 
thing has an appearance of animation. 
There is a four story house being built 
directly across the street, and the car- 
penters come with their jokes and 
boisterous laughter and nail and pound, 
and povnd and nail, all day. Lumber 
is brought and slid upon the ground 
with a crash as if the new house were 
indeed fallen into the cellar, Other men 
have dug up the ground in front, and 
for some distance each side of the house, 
and are laying curbstones, paving around 
them with huge round stones that are 
dumped mercilessly from the dump 
wagons that keep travel good on the! 
thoroughfare. Overseers of workmen 
and grocery wagons drive past; three 
dogs stand ready to spring and bark 
ferociously at every wagon and man

But this platform is crowded with those 
whose long acquaintance and representative 


that passes; the air is instantly filled 
with shrill voices calling off the dogs, 
and in many instances mutterings both 
loud and deep from the men whose 
most frantic plunges dogward will per- 
sist in falling an inch or two short of 
the mark, 


The train whistles a good deal too 
much as it rushes past the rear of the 
house, and the sound of the “trolley’’ is 
heard a few rods away. Two babies in 
the house opposite cry vociferously 
(especially nights) and we can, so 
peculiar are the acoustic properties 
around here, hear the mild reproof of 
the mother as she spanks them and 
says ‘‘ss-hh-ss-hh;” they sob, and all is 
silent. We imagine them tucking their} 
little thumbs in them mouths and shut- 
ting their peepers for a short rest from 
mortal combat, 

Hawkers call out their wares. I should 
know most of them if I heard them at 
the Pyramids; they always use the same 
tone and evidently have not life or ani- 
mation enough to resent the mimicry of 
the carpenters across the way. Besides 
this, the street is being levelled, and 
today a new industry has appeared on 
this already highly exhilirating “Midway 
Piaisance.”” ‘They have opened a stone 
quarry in the street directly in front 
of the house. Imagine the enthusiasm 
excited in the nineteen boys from eight 
to twelve years of age, who are neigh 
bors, the delegations from  Kidyille, to 
say nothing of workmen, police, grocery 
boys, neighbors, pediers, etc. They have 
in their excavations unearthed a mon- 
strous rock and, probably in hope of 
finding Capt. Kidd's treasure beneath it, 
are drilling and blasting with a will. 
The sound of the drill rising serenely 
above the gentle murmurings around, 
makes us think of the hammering of the 
Cheerful Locksmith: “Women scolded, 
children squalled, heavy carts went rum 
bling by, horrible cries proceeded from 
the lungs of hawkers—still it struck in 
again, no higher, no lower, no louder, no 
softer, nob thrusting itself on peoples 
notice & bit the more for having been 
outdone by louder sounds—tink—tink 
tink.’

TRICKS OF THE PHOTOGRAPH MAN. 


By Tilting the Chin or Shading the Face He 
Makea Pretty Effects. 


That the camera cannot licis true, 
but even more is it 
hands of askillful photographer deft 
manipulation of the lenses or of the 
instrument itself 
the face or the form that is posing. 

Even the photographer has his 
tricks. They are tricks that have 
an art behind them and turn the 
camera from a dumb mechanical in- 
strument, which can set down on its 
plate only what is actually before it, 
intoa discriminating mechanism, se- 
lecting at will, changing ugliness 
almost into beauty. 

Nobody ever saw the picture of 
an actress that was not attractive. 
Some photographs of reigning 
queens of the stage are far more 
beautiful than others, but not one 
fails to catch the eye from the point 
of view loveliness, facial or of 
contour. In tens of hundreds of 
photographs taken of women in pri- 
vate life few show any remarkable 
charm. 

And yet the women on the stage, 
on the whole, are not more conspic- 
uously fascinating than those who 
have never trodden the boards. The 
reason of the difference in their pho- 
tographs is plain and simple, It is 
the trickery of the photographer, 
who, laughing meanwhile within 
his sleeve, cleverly works that 
he changes—presto!—an ordinary 
woman into a beauty of the time.

photographers to give somewhat in 


detail the actual science of these 
tricks of photography. The ques- 


tion is one of perspective and optical 
illusion. <An for instance, if 
the photographer have suflicient 
skill, can be so photographed that it 
will appear in the shape of a_ ball. 
In the same manner a nose or a neck 
may be made to seem short or long, 
a face longer or rounder, a figure 
stout or slender, short or tall.

It 
thus possible to stretch an ordinary 
cabinet print an eighth of an inch, 
thus working wonders in the pic 
ture, By it a round, chubby tace 
has been lengthened into a Greek 
oval of great boauty.—Chicago 'Trib- 
une.

An interesting relic in the Charles 
town Navy Yard museum is an um 
brella which was used by the 
stitution in making her escape from 
the English fleet in July, 1812.

GEN. LEE IN BATTLE. 


HE WAS COOL AND FREE FROM EX- 
CITEMENT AT CRITICAL TIMES. 


Regardless of the Dangers of His Position 
at the Battle of Cold Harbor—Why He 
Plan Before 


Abandoned an Important 


Richmond. 


The Hon. John H. Reagan, who was 
postmaster general of the Southern Con- 
federacy, delivered a lecture in San An- 
tonio, Tex., on the evening of April 20 
in behalf of the fund for a Confederate 
monument and ‘the Southern Battle ab- 
bey,’’ in the course of which he related 
the following: 

“On the morning of the second battle 
of Cold Harbor, in 1864, Jucge Mere- 
dith and Judge Lyons, twoof the judges 
in Richmond, and myself rode out to 
the battlefield, crossing the Chickahom- 
iny at Mechanicsville and riding along 
a road a few hundred yards in the rear 
of our line of battle.

GUANAJUATO'S GEMETERY., 


A Queer Block of Stone Crypts on a Moun- 
tain Side Coffina For Rent, 


P. WH. Mack of Inyo county, who is 
engaged, with Patrick Reddy, in some 


mining enterprises in the strange little 


state of Guanajuato, Mexico, 1,000 
miles below BL Paso, tells a remarkable 
story of the queer burial customs in 


the ancient city of Guanajuato, the cap- 
ital of t he little state, a place 850 years 
old. It is at the old city, in the heart 
of Mexico, where the burying ground 
is, that Mr. Mack ig interested in the 
mining enterprise alluded to. 

“The burying ground is ona high 


point of a mountain near the town,” 
said he, ‘‘and is nearly 100 yards 
square, It is inclosed by a wall 12 feet 


in height and 8 feet thick, and in the 
walls are pigeonholelike places, or 
crypts, for the bodies, 

“When aman dies, his relatives can, 
on the payment of #40, get him put in 
one of these crypts. The ends are sealed 
up, and he is allowed to stay there for 
five years, At the end of that time, if 
the relatives come forward and pay 
$100 more, the remains are allowed to 
remain there perpetually, If, however, 
the relatives have died, moved away or 
fail to put up the $100, the remains are 
taken out, carted away and put into a 
great yard near at hand, where remains 
have in like manner accumulated 
where bones now lie 20 feet deep. There 


isa flight of steps leading down into | 


a passageway Which is 800 feet long. 
At the end of this passageway is a great 
excavation for the cast off bones. It is 
here that they are piled to such an im 
mense depth. 

“There are to be seen arms, legs, 
skulls and other bones at pleasure or to 
your horror, just as you take it. Not 
many Americans have ever been there, 
and of those who have, including some 
lady tourists, a number have fainted 
outright. The sight was too much for 
their nerves, 

“There is a potter's field aside from 
all this as a part of the burying ground 
already told about, and this consists of 
a trench in which are buried 
three deep without any kind of coffin. 

“This being a burying ground and 
managed by the authorities, the coffins 
that are used are owned by the munici- 
pality, and it simply rents the coffin for 
use till the body is stowed away in the 
erypt told about awhile ago. The coffins 
are used over and over, and one of them 
may have previously had 20 bodies in 
it, It

behind the timber, but that it was nec- 
essary for him to be as near the line of 
battle as practicable. 

‘He then said to me that General 
Grant was at that time assaulting his 
lines at three ditferent places, with col- 
umuns of from six to eight deep. Upon 
this I asked him if his lines should be 
broken what reserve he had. He replied, 
‘Not a regiment,’ and added that if he 
should shorten his lines to make a re- 


serve the enemy would turn him, and if | 


he should weaken his lines to make a 
reserve they would be broken, And he 
said that had been his condition from 
the opening on the Rappahannock. He 
also said that he had lost more men 
from excessive fatigue and from want 
of vegetables than by bullets, and re- 
quested me to see the Commissary gen 
eral on my way back and urge him to 
send, as 800n as possible, all the pota- 
toes, Onions and other vegetables he 
could. He said that he had requested 


the men to eat sassafras and grapevine

When the Federal army was at Cold 
Harbor, in front of Richmond, in 1864, 
with the white house at the head 
York river as their base of supplies, 
General Lee determined to move the 
great body of his command around Gen- 
eral Grant's right and put himself be- 
tween Grant and his base of supplies 
and to put Grant between his (Lee's) 
command and the city of Richmond.

INANAFRICAN SWAMP 


Behind the colonies and protectorates 
of Great Britain and France, which ex- 
tend in a broken line along the west 
African coast, from the mouth of the 
Gambia to the Niger, lies a wild and 
little known region of swamp and for 
est, where but few white men have set 
their feet, inhabited by many negro 
races, differing widely in physique and 


language from one another. For the last | 


three years strange stories have been 


brought down to the seaboard about the | 


doings of an Arab chief called Samory. 
The latter, at the head of a large fol- 
lowing of desperate men, outcasts from 
many tribes, Mandingoes, Jalufs, Sofas, 
Senegalis and deserters from both Brit- 
ish and French 
his name a terror throughout the ‘‘hin- 


terland,’’ sacking villages and carrying | 


away the inhabitants into the far Su- 
dan. 

During 1898 he raided the eastern 
portion of Senegal, and the French lost 
a number of white officers in the hard 
fighting necessary to drive him out. 
More than once, too, they were badly 
beaten, for the assailants were 
with high class rifles, smuggled through 


from the coast inspite of certain clauses | 


in the treaty of Brussels. In the latter 
part of 1893 this Arab leader induced 
the Sofas, a warlike tribe dwelling in 
the debatable land between the small 
British colony of Sicrra Leone and the 
French territory of Senegal, to take up 
arms against the Europeans, and quite 
unknown to each other a British and a 
French expedition marched from differ- 
ent points to attack him. 

One afternoon at the end of December 
in that year a small British force, com- 
prising detachments of black Moham- 
medan Haussas of the frontier constabu- 
lary and negroes of the west Indian regi- 
ment from Sierra’ Leone, 
through the dense forests of the Kongo 
country. The day had been intensely 
hot, for this is the dry season in west 
Africa. The tired troops dragged them 
selves painfully along, with a company 
of Krooboy bearers ahead, 
pathway for them through almost im- 
penetrable thickets. At sunset they 
reached a small, clear space, surround- 
ing a deserted village, and there, at the 
word of command, the wornout men 
were glad to pile their arms and prepare 
to camp. 

A rough breastwork of brushwood 
was soon arranged in a hollow square, 
aud throwing themselves down on the 
moist earth, amid the crimson shoots of 
trailing plants and flowers of many 
hues, the soldiers spread their simple 
meal, the tall Haussas in their crimson

NINE KAFFIR WARS. 


Nearly All the Hard Vighting Has Been 


With the Zulu Tribe, 

For us the curtain rises upon the 
Kaflir peoples when the Dutch set- 
tlers, spreading slowly eastward 
from the neighborhood of the Cape, 
came and presently 
into conflict with them,  Hostilities 
first broke ont in 1779, and in the 
century that followed there are 
reckoned no fewer than nine Kaflir 
wars. Tho natives fought with a 
fierceness comparable to that of 
North American Indians, and though 
less skilled in the arts of ambush 
and surprise they were not less swift 
in their movements or less fearless 
in meeting death. Had the policy 
of the colonial government been 
firmer and more consistent, much 
fighting and suffering might have 
beon saved, yet of its errors 
were due to a desire to deal gently 
with the natives and to stop an ad 
vance of conquest, which we now 
perceive was inevitable, The worst 
blunder was committed in 1579, 
when Sir Bartle Frere attacked @ 
native power more formidable thar 
any which had yet been encounter 
ed by British troops—that of the 
Zulus.

Sixteen to One, 

What is the meaning of the expression 
‘sixteen to one’ as it is Commonly used? 
It simply means that, under free coinage, 
our Government would be compelled to 
hold that sixteen ounces of silver were 
worth as much as one ounce of gold In 


the present gold dollar there are 25 8 grains 


22 grains of 
pure gold; and in the standard silver dollar 
there are 4124 grains of silver, nine tenths 
fine, or 3714 grains of pure silver. If we 
divide the number of grains in the silver 
dollar (4124) by the number of grains in 
the gold dollar (25.8) the quotient is 16, 
showing that the ratio is 16 to 1 | 
One ounce of retined silver, or 480 grains, 
atthe above ratio would be worth §$1 29 
The actual market value of an ounce of 
silver is about sixty-five cents. This would 
make a silver dollar (83714 grains) actually 
worth about 50 cents. Notwithstanding this 
value the silver mine owners and their blind | 
followers demand that for every 3714 grains 


of refined silver brought to the Government 
by any man, woman or child there shall be 
paid one dollar. The common people are 
the Government and pay its bills and this 
proposition stnply means that the people 
j} shall pay to the few persors interested in 
mines a large premium for their product 
which they cannot market elsewhere It 
wonld be just as reasonable to ask our 
Government to pay 8100 for every bushel

THE GREAT MOGULS. 


THE PROGRESS WHICN INDIA MADE 
UNDER THEIR RULE. 


The Monuments of Akbar the Great, Who 
Welded the Jarring Communities Into a 
Mighty Empire, and Who Was One of 
the Wisest and Best Men of His Time, 


When we visit Agra and Delhi, we 
come in contact with the empire of the 
great moguls, the very name of which 
strikes upon the mind with picturesque 
effect. For many centuries after the Ar- 
yan invasion of India the country had 
developed under their rule, They had 
established the caste system, appropri- 
ating to themselves the three highest 
grades—those of priests, warriors and 
husbandmen — and assigning to the 
fourth, the lowest, the non-Aryan abo- 
rigines of the soil. The highest caste, 
—the Brahmans—had developed a great 
religion and created a literature which 
in these days commands the admiration 
of scholars. Buddhism arose, attained 
great power, but was driven out of In- 
dia after flourishing 15 centuries—from 
600 B, C. to 900 A. D, The country was 
divided into many kingdoms which con- 
tended with each other with varying 
fortunes. And ingenious people in a fer- 
tile land created great wealth, which 
was too often taken away from the pro- 
ducers by oppressive rulers. India offer- 
ed great temptations to the conqueror. 
Alexander the Great penetrated to the 
Indus and left colonies which survived 
for some time, but left no traces but the 
science of astronomy, their coins and 
the subtle influences of their art, still 
observed in (ae remains of the Punjab. 

The Mohammedan incursions began 
early in the eighth century and con- 
tinued for 709 years. Several Moham- 
medan kingdoms were established of 
longer or shorter endurance. The dy- 
nasty of the slave kings was founded in 
1206 by Kutab-ud-din, who began life 
as a Turki slave, and the Kutub-Minar, 
one of the loftiest and most beautiful 
towers in the world, commemorates his 
name in Delhi. Timour(Tamerlane), the 
Tartar, came in 1398, but the traces he 
left were plundered temples and deso- 
late cities. Many other waves of con- 
quest followed through the Afghan 
passes from the teeming hives of Tar- 
tary. It was a man of the house of Ti- 
mour—Babar, ‘‘the Lion,’’ sixth in de- 
scent from Timour—who founded the 
Mogul dynasty. He found India divided 
between the local Mohammedan kings, 
his conquering predecessors, and Hin- 
doo princes, His conquest was easy, but 
it was his grandson, Akbar the Great, 
who welded the jarring 
into a mighty empire. Akbar was one 
of the ablest and wisest men of his age. 
He reigned from 1556 to 1605, so that 
he was a contempory of Queen Eliza- 
beth of England. 
liberal views and a statesman of 
highest type. He was a great pacificator 
and organizer. Babar had favored the 
Mohammeduns, but Akbar brought the 
Hindoos also into public employment 
and established the foundations of his 
empire on equal justice to all races and 
creeds. His own religious views were 
liberal, and he delighted to bring to- 
gether the representatives of different 
religions and discuss with them the 
tenets of their faith. One of his wives 
was a Hindoo; another is said to have 
been a Christian, Finding that no creed 
was exclusively true, he finally estab- 
lished a new state religion which he 
called ‘‘the Divine Fuith,’’? based upon 
reason and comprising the best prac- 
tices of all known forms of belief 
worshiped the sun as the best represeut- 
ative men see of the divine soul that 
animates the universe, while he was 
himself worshiped by the ignorant mul- 
titude, though it is doubtful how far he 
encouraged this popular adoration of his 
person, 

He did much to correct the practices 
of the Hindoos, He forbade trial by or- 
deal, animal suerifices and child mar- 
riages, one of the evils of the present 
time in India. He legalized the remar- 
riage of Hindoo widows, and although 
unable to abolish widow burning on the 
husband's funeral pyre he took steps to 
insure that the act, if committed, should 
be yoluntary, He abolished the hated 
tax on nonu-Mussulmans and had the 
Hindoo sacred books translated into Per- 
sian, He who reads the life of Akbar to- 
day finds that he was one of the most 
enlightened monarchs of his aze—one 
of those great men fit to command and 
to found an empire, And it was Akbar 
who really establighed the empire of 
the great moguls, whose magnificence 
we still trace in the unrivaled architec- 
tural monuments of Agra and Delhi. 
Akbar built the great fort at Agra and 
the marvelous buildings at Fatchpur- 
Silai, his favorte residence. The other 
world famous constructions were by his 
successors. His line continued with va- 
rying fortune, but falling into decay in 
the last hundred years until his seven- 
teenth successor Was banished to Ran- 
geon in 1857 for complicity in the sepoy 
mutiny and died in 1862,—Cor. Boston 
Herald,

British Subjects Beyond the Easequibo. 

Any study of Guiana must be from 
the delta of the Orinoco or along the 
many streams that interlace the coun- 
try. The reason isobvious, The country 
is almost as unknown as 
in the heart of Africa. There are no 
means of communication except the 
rivers, with here and there a few mule 
paths extending from the right bank of 
the lower Orinoco to the mining camps 
of the interior, In all this vast territory 
I doubt if there are more than 20,000 
inhabitants. Nine-tenths of these are 
wandering tribes of uncivilized Indians, 
who respect neither law nor government. 
One man I met who was familiar with 
the district said that not over 6,000 
people live in the delta north and east 
of the Essequibo up as far as Ciudad 
Bolivar, but in the English statement 
of the case reference is made to 40,000 
British subjects. The vast majority of 
the inhabitants are Indians and half 
breeds, who never heard of England. A 
friend of mine met Sargent Barnes on 
board a steamer, and Barnes told him 
that the one English family he person- 
ally knew of in his territory was an 
Englishman and his native wife and 
half breed children, This population, 
moreover, is a floating one. A native 
house does not mean much work. When 
the boundary line is drawn, if the ‘'40, - 
000 British subjects’? do not like it 
they can put themselves and their goods 
into a few canoes and move.—W. 
Nephew King in Century. 


Gas Transmission. 

The transmission or conveyance of 
gas under pressure to long distances, 
which was an unsolyed problem some 
20 years ago, is now a fixed fact repre- 
sented by the present use of about 
000,000 feet of pipe used in the distri- 
bution of natural gas. On the first dis- 
covery of this article the pressure at the 
wells was syfficient to drive it through 
the pipes almost as far as desired; but, 
this pressure declining, some additional 
methods were necessitated, the well 
known air compressor being resorted to 
to pump the gas, and, as showing its 
efficiency, there are at Greenland, in 
Indiana, gas wells which have long car- 
ried supplies to Chicago. There are two 
8 inch pipe lines used, the gus 
pumped a distance of about 116 miles. 
There is at Redky, Ind,, a pumping sta- 
tion of this character that supplies the 
towns of Springfield, Tiffin, Lima, 


| Dayton, Piqua and other places in the 


western part of Ohio. Near Pittsburg 
there is a gas plant which pumps 20,- 
000,000 cubie feet every 24 hours for 
use in mills, the pumping of this being 
the least difficulty, and the 
Philadelphia company pumps many mil- 
lion cubic feet a day.

AMERICAN NERVOUSNESS. 


Ix No More of the Disease 

Than Elsewhere, 

The belief in the greater nervousness 
of the American seems very widespread. 
The late Dr. Beard of New York was 
me of the first to describe nervous pros- 
tration and to give it its medical name 
f neurasthenia, so that it has often been 
spoken of as ‘the American disease.’’ 
In his work on ‘American Neryous- 
ness’’ he treats chiefly of the causes of 
the nervousness and its symptoms, ac 


rhere 


}ctepting almost as an axiom the state- 


ment that Americans are more neryous 
than any other race and that there is a 
vastly greater amount of nervous disease 
in this country than in Europe. He ad- 
mits, however, that the severer fornis of 
organic nervous disease, such as locomo- 
tor ataxia and apoplexy, are probably 
less frequent, the increase being in the 
so called functional conditions, neuras- 
thenia, hysteria and the like, It is prob- 
able that the majority of educated peo- 
ple not physicians in this country would 
admit without a murmur that as a peo- 
ple we are peculiarly subject to neryous 
tliscase, 

Although, us 1 have said, the statis 
tics are not conclusive, nevertheless sugh 
statistics as we have and the conclusions 
drawn from various general impressions 
absolutely contradict this belief. It is 
only since the war of 1812 that the 
American has acquired his reputation 
for restloss energy. Before that he was 
denounced as indolent and sluggish, Up 
to the period of the civil war he was 
also denounced as physically degenerate, 
inferior in bulk, strength and endur 
ance to his Hnuglish cousin. The civil 
War put an end to such talk, No annuies 
endured more than ours in the field; no 
people endured more than those who 
staid behind waiting and helping. 

The record of the first Kentucky bri- 
gade in the Confederate army, almost 
continuously in action or on the march 
for 100 days in 1864; retreating from 
their homes, with the hope of success 
steadily fading away; 1,140 strong at 
the beginning, suffering 1,860 fatal or 
hospital wounds, with only 50 left un- 
wounded, yet mustering 240 at the end, 
with less than 10 desertions—such a 
record has never been surpassed, ‘These 
men were of the purest American stock,

Air In the Bones of Birds, 
It is often said by persons who are 
not well enough aequainted with the 


| science of orm&thology to know whether 


they speak the truth or not that the 
bones of the turkey vulture are hollow 
air chambers, soconstructed as to admit 
of continuous flight with but slight ef- 
fort on the part of the bird. Of late 
years it has become the general belief 
that the bones of almost all varieties of 


| birds are simply air cylinders and that 


the lordly turkey vulture and the condor 
are not better provided for in that par- 
ticular than a host of smaller birds. 

In order to get somo scientific light 
on the subject, Dr. Crisp dissected 52 
species of birds, great and small, but 
found only 18 in which the wing bones 
were hollow, and only one, the sparrow 


| hawk, appeared to have the bony air 


chambers perforated. In 88 others ex- 


| amined by the doctor there were no 


signs of airin the bones, although in 


| this list there were several birds of long 


and rapid flight. Dr. Crisp’s conclusions 
are that there are but few birds which 


| have been provided with natural air 


chambers, and that in cases where the 
provision is made it is not of such ma- 
terial benefit as has been generally sup- 
posed, —St. Louis Republic.

A PICTURESQUE JAPANESE ISLAND. 


An Ideal Place Where Death Has Never 
Come and Where Poesy Dwells, 

Miyajima is an island midway in tae 
inland sea, lying so far within the bend 
of the Aki shore that it cannot be seen 
from the route of the large ocean steam- 
ers that pass through those enchanted 
waters. To reach it most appropriately 
one must take one of the tiny coasting 
steamers from Osaka, and, touching at 
a dozen quaint little ports on the match- 
less voyage, at last see the mountainous 
green island, with temple roofs showing 
here and there through all the dense fo- 
liage of the heights, and, standing far 
out in the water, a heroic torii, fit gate- 
way to that ideal place where death has 
never come, where religion and land- 
scape loweliness, legend and poesy, still 
dwell, where the simple villagers, the 
gentle old Shinto priests and the tame 
deer, protected by the gods and loved by 
the people, maintain an atmosphere 
foreign to the busy new Japan of rail- 
roads, parliaments, imported military 
tactics and modern war vessels. Or one 
may take the railway from Kobe to Hi- 
roshima and then a jinrikisha for 19 
miles along its bay and be ferried across 


a4 narrow strait to this isle of the blest,’ 


which will impress the more with its 
Arcadian features when one comes to it 
from all the bugling, parade and din 
of mimic war that goes on in the shadow 
of Hiroshima’s picturesque castle keep 
and at its port of Ujina, chief naval 
station of the empire, and, during that 
victory year of 1894, port of departure 
of transport ships to Korea and China. 
Then one can accept the legend that 
Miyajima grew from one of the con- 
gealed drops that fell from Izanami’s 
jeweled spear, and that Itsukushima 
and her two sisters, daughters of the 
god of the scu, aptly chose it for their 
favors; that their temple rose from and 
floated in from the sea, and that the 
great water torii grew with the tides as 
naturally as any coral reef. 

There is a small village at the foot of 
a green bank, but that is off by its com- 
monplace, profane self, and the temple 
is embayed in an amphitheater of the 
hills, with ashore and water foreground 
allits own. On the shore line at the 
edge of the village a noble torii of Oshi- 
ma granite, each pillar and crossbeam a 
single stone, marks the entrance to sa- 
cred ground, and this road, following 
the curve of the shore, is lined for a 
quarter of a mile to the temple with 
tall stone lanterns, the same alignment 
of votive lights continuing for half a 
mile along shore at the other side of the 
great shrine, 

The water torii is the unique and 
great feature of Miyajima’s shrine, and 
one grows very fumiliar with it from 
its representations by Japanese artists in 
every line. The colossus is formed of 
great beams, each hewed from the single 
trunk of # camphor tree and strength- 
ened at the base by crossbeams joining 
low parallel columns, which give it bal- 
ance and solidity and most impressive 
effect. Those beams ure covered below 
the water line with such a heavy growth 
of barnacles and murine plants that the 
torii seems very reasonably a part of 
the sea god's kingdom and creating. 
This skeleton gate in the sea is so deli- 
cate and fairylike in a first distant view 
that one is not prepared for its great 
size and the impressive sense of its pro- 
portions when one floats in between its 
great camphorwood piers, as massive 
and solid as masonry, Sculling through 
this notable gateway and across the wa- 
ter court of approach at high tide, one 
may visit every part of the temple and 
penetrate to the farthest labyrinth, pass- 
ing beneath galleries and bridges and 
floating before the open fronts of the 
great shrines. The galleries connecting 
the different parts of the temple have, 
strong along their leaves, hundreds of 
quaint little bronze and iron lanterns, 
all votive offerings, as also are the pic- 
tures that hang in line above them and 
form a famous gallery of ancient art. — 
Eliza Ruhamah Scidmore in Century.

What Free Coinage Means 

Free coinage at 16 to 1 means the sub- 
Stitution of silver now worth about 50 
cents on the dollar for the money now in 
circulation 

This would tend to an advance of 
about 100 per cent in the prices of all com- 

modities, 

Such an advance would mean a loss of 
about one-half of the purchasing value 
of the annual income of all persons living 
cn salaries, pensions and fixed incomes, 
and of the cash value of insurance poli- 
cies, savings bank deposits, and all simi- 
Jar investmeats., 

It would mean a loss of about 50 per 
cent in the purchasing power of wages it 
these continue to be paid on the basis of 
existing rates, 

The only way for those dependant on 
day wages or annual salaries to equalize 
these conditions would be to secure by 
strikes and agitation an increase of 19¢ 
per cent, 

If such an increase were to be secured, 
the wage-earner and the salaried em- 
floye would gain nothing over present 
conditions. Their money would buy ne 
more than it does today, 

Every one knows, however, that wages 
and salaries could not be doubled or in- 
creased in the same ratio as the prices 
of commodities; and,therefore, the wage- 
earner and salaried employe, two classes 
comprising nearly one-half of the people 
of this country, are sure to be lrreparably 
injured by the free coinage of silver. 

Nobody can make anything by a depre- 
clated currency except the employer of 
labor, the employer of persons on a sal- 
ary, the dishonest debtor, the financial 
Bpeculator who can turn any condition 
to his profit, and the owners of silver 
mines. 

Everybody else, and, above all others, 
the wage-earner, must lose, 

Moreover, sugh a change in our stand- 
ard of value would certainly be accompa- 
nied by financial panic, business disaster, 
and industrial depression, throwing hun- 
dreds of theusands out of employment. 
The experience of the coutry in 1893 was 
but an indication of what would happen. 

Believing that a depreciated currency

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DOMESTIC LIFE OF THE FOX, 


Mother Fox Has a Large Family to 


Provide Por, 

Let us take a glance at the private 
life of our foxes. ‘The vixen lays up 
her cubs in carly spring, in mild 
winters very often in January and 
February, but I should say that 
most cubs are born in March and 
April. She chooses a nice, quiet 
place to draw her earth, Often some 
cornfield is chosen that has been al- 
ready sown, for foxes are very clever 
and soon discover that a fieid that 
has been worked is not likely to be 
disturbed for some time, She se- 
lects a suitable bank and in that 
produces her cubs, which average, 
as a rule, from five to seyvenin num- 
ber. At first, of course, they eat 
nothing, but live entirely upon their 
mother’s milk, like puppies, but 
soon they require more nourish- 
ment, and nature prompts their fond 
parent to provide them with some- 
thing more substantial. This she 
does by eating small rabbits, birds, 
rats and beetles, which, on arriving 
home, she casts up for her family in 
exactly the same way as a dog does 
her young. As soon as they 
grow big enough to come out of the 
earth and play about, the vixen re- 
moves them to another earth where 
there is a plentiful supply of water 
—as little foxes are thirsty little 
souls and require plenty of drink. 

One of the most charming sights 
is to see a family of baby foxes at 
play. The vixen is now assisted by 
her spouse in providing for their 
family and they both bring in young 
birds, rabbits, ete. A fox larder is 
one of the most wonderful sights 1 
know of and certainly our friend 
Reynard is very catholic in his tastes, 
for nothing comes amiss to him, 
from a beetle or cockchafer to a 
young lamb. Rabbits also form a 
large item in his bill of fare, but 
moles and rats are the staple food, 
so that it is not all damage that our | 
little red rover accomplishes. No 
doubt a hungry vixen is not particu- 
lar, but one cannot blame her if she 
helps herself a bit too freely, for it 
her to travel far for her 
young ones’ support.

“SHE WAS RESCUED. 


THIS IS THE THRILLING BT TRUTH- 
FUL TALE OF A BUCKET. 


It Was No Ordinary, Old Oaken, Iron 


Bound, Moss Covered Bucket—It Came 
Into the Play Because Miss Sadie Ob- 
jected to Being Called “Dead Slow.”

MOUNTAIN CLIMBING. 


Few People Physically Fitted For the At- 
moaphere of High Altitudes, 

In connection with any sport the 
questions which arise are mainly three: 
Is it innocent? Is it enjoyable? Is it 
healthful? To expect a sport qua sport 
to yield knowledge or gain is to regard 
it from the wrong point of view, Dulce 
est desipere in loco; we must all relax 
sometimes, and the arguments which 
are used against mountaineering would 
go far to condemn all kinds of amuse- 
ment. 

As regards the three questions which 
we have propounded the answer to the 
first is enay. Mountaineering is without 
doubt innocent, and in the judgment of 
its adherents it is inferior to no sport in 
point of enjoyment, The third question, 


which comes more directly within our | 


province, admits of more debate, 
Can we regard mountaineering as in 


the main and for the mass of tourists a | 
This is | 


safe and healthful amusement? 
a question which cannot be answered 


without considerable reserve and quali- | 


fications. Mountaineering—by which 
we mean ascents of 10,000 or 
feet and upward—involves much strain 
and severe fatigue. The strain is first 
upon the muscular system, but it affects 
even more importantly the circulatory, 
respiratory and neryous mechanisms, In 
some persons the heart seems to feel the 
tux most, in others the nervous system 
is chiefly affected.  Palpitation 
‘mountain sickness’’—the latter in all 
probability «a neurosis—are the two 
chief difficulties that beset the average 
mountameer, 

It is clear from 


these considerations 


that mountaineering is not for every- 
body. There must be, first of all, a 
sound general physique, considerable 


endurance and the capacity for prolong: | 


ed and continuous effort. But it is not 
so generally understood that a sound 
heart muscle—a well deyeloped and 
well exercised myocardium—is indis- 
pensable for any considerable mountain- 
eering feats. Ifence any suspicion of 
structural heart disease is an absolute 
contraindication for any such exploits. 
Further, the heart must be not only 
structurally sound, but well exercised 
and in good condition, Hence, sedentary 
livers who, for 11 months in the year, 
have no regular active exercise, should 
not employ their holiday month in 
mountaineering. Yachting or fishing 
would be much safer for such, and per- 
haps not less healthful. 

Many Alpine accidents have been the 
result of neglect of this very obvious 
rule. For similar reasons mountaineer- 
ing should be eschewed by persons in 
middle life who have not acquired the 
requisite training in youth, and even 
those who in the heyday of their early 
prime delighted in the sport and enjoyed 
many a ‘crowded hour of glorious life’’ 
on some Alpine 
to remember Horuce'’s maxim regarding 
the aging speed and bid a timely adieu 
to exploits no longer suited to their 
years. A certain stability of the nervous 
system is indispensable for mountaineer- 
ing, but it is difficult to say anything 
precise on this head, Neurotic individ- 
uals not only climb badly, as a rule, but 
they do not benctit by the air above a 
certain moderate level. A certain cool- 
ness of nerve is a necessary qualification 


| for the many ascents which involve ac- 


tual danger—danger usually avoidable 
and seldom extreme, but not to be light- 
ly encountered by those deficient in 
steadiness and self control. 

Many of the dangers of mountaineer- 
ing which bulk largely in the popular 
imagination are either quite rare or 
easily avoided. Thus snow blindness is 
not at all of frequent occurrence, is al- 
most confined to prolonged exposure to 
& blazing sun upon snowfields and is 
usually successfully averted by the use 
of colored spectacles. Bleeding from the 
nose and ears, which is described by the 
early explorers, is practically unknown 
—it least to any serious extent—at the 
present day. Frostbite und sunburn, 
though not uncommon, are seldom se- 
vere, Perhaps the most frequent ground 
of attack upon mountaineering is its 
presumed perilousness, Accidents are 
no doubt frequent, but it is certainly 
true that for the most part they are 
avoidable.—London Lancet. 


Man Made Monuments and Others, 

‘He was not aware that it had ever 
been suggested that it was the work of 
man, aud it could not therefore be an 
ancient monument.’ 

This somewhat mystic remark was 
made by the Irish attorney general in 
reply to a question about the desirabil- 
ity of preserving the Giant's Causeway, 

In itself one may be inclined to dis- 
pute the attorney general's proposition 
that nothing can be ancient or 
mental which is not the work of man— 
man, Whose appearance on the planet is 
80 comparatively modern; man, whose 
noblest works are comparatively so 
trivial beside the more enduring monnu- 
ments of creative energies greater than 
his own, 


And, though the attorney general was | 


of course speaking in a legal sense, the 
point we have indicated suggests a real 
defect in the law. Would it not be pos- 
bible to extend the protection given to 
ancient monuments to natural beauties 
and natural marvels? 

In some other countries attempts 
have been made in that direction, and 
this isa form of land nationalization 
upon which many even of the least ex- 
treme of politicians would look with 
fayor.—London News.

What we call the accidents of life are 
often the turning points of human des- 
tiny. Many of the masterpieces of art 
and literature owe their origin to appar- 
ently trifling incidents. Not a few dis- 
coveries in science and material progress 
have been made or suggested by acci- 
dent. 

No one can read of the struggles and 
the triumphs of men of genius and the 
various circumstances under which their 
works haye been produced without be- 
ing convinced of the infiuence of little 
things. 

The discovery of glassmuking by see- 
ing the sand vitrified upon which a fire 
had been kindled; the power of steam, 
intimated by the oscillating lid of a tea- 
kettle; the utility of coal gas for light, 
experimented upon with an ordinary 
tobacco pipe of white clay, and the 
magnifying property of the lens, stum- 
bled upon by an optician’s apprentice 
while holding spectacle glasses between 
his thumb and his finger, are well 
known instances in proof of this fact. 

Galvanism was discovered by acci- 
dent. Professor Galvani of Bologna, in 
Italy, gave his name to the discovery, 
but his wife is considered us entitled to 
the credit of it. She was in feeble 
health, and a dish of frogs was ordered 
for her. As they lay upon the table 
skinned she noticed that their limbs 
became strongly conyulsed when near 
un electrical conductor. She called her 
husband's attention to the fact. He in- 
stituted a series of experiments, and in 
1789 the galvanic battery was invented. 
Eleven years later, with that discovery 
for his basis, Professor Alessandro Volta, 
also an Italian, announced his discovery 
of the ‘‘voltaic pile.’’ 

Galilei was led to infer the isochro 
nism of the vibrations of the pendulum 
by noticing the regular swinging of a 
Jamp in the cathedral of Pisa, Though 
it was 50 years before the philosopher 
applied his discoyery to clockwork, he 
at once perceived its importance and 
caused it to be employed by physicians 
in counting the pulses of their patients. 

Bloncourt, in his “Great Inventions 
and How They Were Achieyed,’’ says 
that the making of plate glass was sug- 
gested by a workman's happening to 
break acruciblo filled with melted glass, 
The fluid ran under one of the large 
flagstones with which the floor was 
paved, and on raising tho stone to re- 
coyer the glass they found it in the 
form of w plate, such as gould not be 
produced by the ordinary process of 
blowing. 

Glass pearls, though among the most 
beautiful, inexpensive and common 
ornaments worn by ladies, are produced 
by a very singular process. In 1656 a 
Venetian named Jaquin discovered that 
the scales of the bleakfish possess the 
property of communicating a pearly hue 
to water. He found by experimenting 
that beads dipped into this water as- 
sumed, when dried, the appearance of 
pearls, It was proved, however, that 
the pearly coat, when placed outside, 


was Gasil¥ rubbed off, aiid the next im- 
provement was to mako the beads hol- 
low. 

The most trivial causes have produced 
momentous effects upon men’s lives and 
upon the history of the world. The 
chance perusal of Defoe's ‘Essay on 
Projects’? determined, it is said, the 
course of Benjamin Franklin's whole 
life. Benjamin West said, ‘‘A kiss from 
my mother made me a painter.’’ The 
sight of Virgil's tomb at Naples deter- 
mined Giovanni's literary vocation for 
life. So Gibbon was struck with the 
idea of writing his ‘Decline and Fall 
of the Roman Empire’ as he sat dream- 
ing amid the ruins of the Forum. 

Jean Jacques Roussean’s eccentric 
genius was first aroused by an advertise- 
ment offering « prize for the best essay 
on a certain theme, which he tried for 
and won, Charles Lamb, the essayist, 
Was a government clerk for many years, 
and perhaps would never have been 
known in the world of letters but for 
the encouragement of Coleridge, 

Ono evening, somewhere about 1820, 
& young man just in the thirties, who 
had spent most of his life on tho sea, 
laid down a novel that he had been 
reading with the declaration that he 
could write a better one, 

“Why don't you try?’’ asked his wife. 

‘ That is just what I am going to 
do,’’ he answered, and he at once set 
about the experiment, 

This was the beginning of that re- 
markable literary career that endured 
for half a century, and the result of 
which was the famous ‘Leather Stock- 
ing Tales’’ and the sea tales of J. Feni- 
more Cooper, 

The ‘Pickwick Papers’’ owe their 
origin to the request of the publisher of 
a magazine upon which Dickens was 
doing jobwork that he would write a 
serial story to fit some comic pictures 
that were in the publisher’s possession. 
The first great novel of the eighteenth 
century, ‘Pamela; or, Virtue Reward- 
ed,’? was the outgrowth of a suggestion 
by two publishers, Rivington and Os- 
bourne, to their friend, Samuel Rich- 
ardson, to write a book of familiar let- 
ters on the useful concerns of life. A 
happy thought struck the writer when 
he began his work, and that was to give 
a connection to the letters by running 
the thread of a love story through them. 


| This gave an added interest to the book 


and barbed the moral with keener 
and surer point. 

There would probably have been no 
Bunyan’s ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress’? in our 
literature bot for the fact that the au- 
thor was imprisoned 12 years in Bedford 
jail, and, to beguile his time, gave us 
that greatest of all allegories. Samuel 
Johnson wrote ‘‘Rasselas’’ when in 
debt, so as to be able to defray the ex- 
penses of his mother’s funeral. —Phila- 


delphia Times.

THE PHILOSOPHICAL EXPLANATION 
OF A MIRACLE.

Accounting For the Processes by Which 
the Water Turned to Blood at the Com- 
Have 


mand of Moses—A Plant May 


Been the Natural Element Employed. 


The account of the turning of the 
waters of the Nile into blood is found 
in Exodus vii, 16-25. At the command 
of God, Moses stretched out the sym- 
bolio rod, itself a miraculous portent, 
over the waters and smote the Nile in 
the sight of Pharaoh. ‘‘And all the wa- 
ters that were in the river were turned 
to blood. And the fish that were in the 
riv@ died, and the river stank, and the 
Egyptians could not drink of the water 
of the river.’’ The miracle extended 
to all the canals and reservoirs and even 
domestic supplies of Egypt, us verse 19 
says, ‘‘Upon their streams (canals), 
upon their rivers (branches of the Nile), 
upon their ponds (or lakes) and upon 
all their pools of water (reservoirs) and 
upon the water both in vessels of wood 
and in vessels of stone’’—that is, the 
stone cisterns at the corners of the 
streets, and the domestic vessels in the 
houses. In this account, may not one 
say in passing that, in the very descrip- 
tion of the operation of ‘the plague, the 
historian proves his intimate acquaint- 
ance With the details of the geography 
of Egypt and of the home life of its peo- 
ple, which is strongly presumptive of 
personal observation of what he de- 
scribes? Is there anything like it today 
in the phenomena of the Nile—that is, 
is there any uatural condition of the 
Nile which the miracle could lay hold 
of and by intensification produce the 
plague? 

For answer, says & writer in an Eng- 
lish periodical, let me begin with a 
quotation from Osburn’s ‘‘Monumental 
History of Egypt.’’ It will lead up to 
the full explanation. ‘‘The sun,’’ says 
Mr. Osburn, ‘‘was just rising over the 
Arabian hills, and I was surprised to 
see that the moment its beams struck 
the water a deep red reflection was 
caused. The intensity of the red grew 
with the increase of the light, so that 
even before the disk of the sun had risen 
completely above the hills the Nile 
offered the appearance of a river of 
blood. Suspecting some illusion, I rose 
quickly and, leaning over the side of the 
boat, found my first impression con- 
firmed. Tue entire mass of the waters 
was opaque and of a dark red, more like 
blood than anything else to which I 
could compare it. At the same time, I 
saw that the river had risen some inches 
during the night, andthe Arabs came to 
tell me it was the red Nile,”’ 

I do not use this common phenome- 
non of the Nile as an explanation of 
the plague, because the red Nile, al- 
though it has the appearance of blood, 
has none of the other deadly etfects of 
the miracle. On the contrary, it is said 
that the waters of the red Nile are 
specially delicious and refreshing. But 
yet it does point us in the direction we 
must go for our geographical identifica- 
tion of the natural phenomenon and the 
miraculous plague, for the reddening 
material which is in the change and 
which may be healthy in a degree of 
moderation may become fatal when 
present in an excess such as the plague 
takes for granted. The question is, Is 
there what may be called a blood muate- 
rial present in the cotamon phenomenon, 
and is there any proof that it can as- 
sume such deadly intensification as is 
seen in the miracle? 

The naturalist Ehrenberg has investi- 
gated the cause of this blood appearance 
of the Nile and has shown that it arises 
from the presence, not of mud, as was 
for uw long time supposed, but of in- 
fusoria and minute cryptogamous plants 
of a red color. Assoonas we know this 
we can see the operation of the miracle 
—its operation, though, of course, not 
its originating power—for one of 
these plants is the alga, and the 
algw, so mwinute in itself (there 
are from 46,656,000,000,000 to 884,- 
786,000,000,000 of plants in a cubic 
inch), is Capable of the most astonish- 
ing reproductiveness, It jnereuses so 
rapidly that it actually flows. ‘Lhe 
whole bay of the Red sea in 1828 was 


turned to the color of blood by ita 
presence, and the Elbe seemed to run 
blood from the sume cause at the be- 


ginning of this century, Imagine, then, 
this alga, stimulated by divine power 
to an abnormal excess, increasing so as 
not only to color the water, but to POSSCRS 
it, to thicken it indeed into the consist- 
ency of blood with frightful productive- 
ness, and then you have the plague. 

An illustration of such a fact is quot- 
ed by Gei' ie from Bilimun'’s Journal, 
He says tuat there is an account of & 
fountain in uw caye in South America 
which flowed like blood, whose fluid 
skoemed to grow solid, and when it was 


placed in bottles it worked in them and 
burst them, and dogs could eat it, and 
did 80 greedily, The miracle of Moses 
only needed to intensify the flowing in- 
crease of the algato something like this 
degree, and then we reach the condition 
of the recorded playue, for it is certain 
that the Nile hus been known not only 
to have the same look, but also to have 
been blocdlike and to have remained

ROYAL PAGES, 


Qnalifications Necessary to Candidates For 
a Highly Valued Preferment, 

“The pretty page with the dimpled | 
chin,’’ so sweetly sung of by the poet, 
and who constituted one of the most 
picturesque figures of medimyal times, 
atill survives. 

Royal and imperial pages range in | 
age from 12 to 16 years, ‘They are ap- 
pointed by the sovereign, enjoy pay pre- 
rogatives and perquisites much as do the 
grown up attendants on royalty and are 
prescribed certain definite duties, The 
duties are possibly no more important | 
than in the days of yore, when there | 
was no postal service and the lovelorn 
princess was forced to rely upon the se- | 
erecy and fidelity of her page for the | 
conveyance of messages of her knight 
or troubadour, But tact and diserction 
in performing them are prébably more 
necessary now than ever, owing to the 
popular craving for information of this 
kind from the pages by persons who | 
imagine that because they are young 
their tongues are likely to be loose, 

To toughen them against such at- 
tempts and qualify them for this service 
the royal pages are subjected to very 
careful training. At the court of St. 
Petersburg, for instance, there is a reg- 
ular college of pages, where they are 
educated and maintained at the expense 
of the crown, 

Gentle birth is the first qualification 
for the post of royal page. At the courts 
of Vienna and Munich an ancestry of 
no less than 16 generations free from 
any plebeian strain on either father’s or 
mother’s side is required in the candi- 
dates. In England and Russia nobility 
is not demanded, The pages of honor in 
the court of Queen Victoria are gener- 
ally sons of distinguished officers of the 
army or of high dignitaries of the royal 
household, 

On state occasions they wear gorgeous 
uniforms of blue and silver, and many 
a fair American who has been presented 
at one of the drawing rooms of Queen 
Victoria will recall to mind the appear 
ance which they presented standing 
slightly behind her majesty or behind 
the Princess of Wales when the latter 
officiates in the place of her illustrious 
mother-in-law. In fact, their duties are 
limited to attendance upon royalty at 
drawing state concerts, state 
balls and royal weddings. 

At the courts of Berlin and Vienna 
the pages figure at all state ceremonies, 
clad like those of England in blue and 
silver, At the court banquets they stand 
behind the chairs of the royal and im- 
These personages on 


rools, 


perial personages. 
rising froin the table sometimes address 
a few kindly words to the boys and pre- 
sent them with sweetmeats. Indeed, the 
late Emperor Frederick was wont to 
amuse himself by cramming their 
mouths full of bonbons until they could 
not speak and then plying them with 
questions demanding an immediate an- 
swer or else cracking jokes that were 
sure to make them laugh. 

These pages were chosen for the occa- 
sion only from among the best looking 
boys of the school cadets at Berlin 
and from the imperial Theresianum col- 
lege at Vienna, all the members of 
which are of noble birth. These schools 
resemble the American West Point, but 
the pupils enter at the age of 14 and 
receive commissions as officers at a much 
earlier age than in this country. 

At the court of St. Petersburg the 
corps of pages is a sort of imperial 
school, where a number of lads, 
noblemen and dignitaries, both 
civil and military, are educated at the 
ezar’s expense and under his supervision. 
On attaining their eighteenth year they 
usually obtain commissions as officer of 
the regiment of chevalier guards. The 
ezarina maintains a similar institution 
for girls, who on graduating receive the 
titular appointment of maid of honor to 
her majesty. —Chicago Record.

Perhaps my advanced age accounts in 
a large meusure for the view which I 
take of things. To an old man, you know, 
the past seems more attractive. How- 
ever I personally do not only prefer the 
literature of the past, but also the past 
generation—in other words the reflec 
tions of the past epoch seem tome purer, 
better and more moral than those of the 
present. I attempted to convey this idea 
in my ‘*Power and Darkness,’? sharply 
drawing the line between the past and 
the rising generations. Human kind- 
ness and farth were built upon stronger 
foundations than at present. 

Although IT can claim no acquaint- 
ance With the newspaper world, I have 
nevertheless always felt a sort of admi- 
ration, at times mingled with a feeling 
of envy, for the newspaper men. Jour- 
nalism is at au tolerable vocation, 
inasmuch us it does not require of onc 
to enter with lis whole heart and soul 
into a certain idea or to experience all 
those Jitthe mental torments which in- 
variably precede and accompany the ap- 
pearance into the world of an author’s 
production, Aside from this, a journal- 
Ist. acquires In course OF time a certain 
technicality, of which, [ must confess, 
IT cannot boast.

LessON I,—David, King of Judah (II 
Sam. ti, 1-11). Golden Text, Ps, xevil, 1, 
“The Lord relgnoeth; let the earth rejoice." 
Tho Golden Text points onward to the 
time when the kingdom shall come and 
the Lord shall reign, as stated more fully 
in Dan, vil, 18, 14, 255 Rog. xi, 15. The 
death of Saul and David's boing anointed 
king over Judah were a foreshadowing of 
the beginning of the reign of Christ. The 
reign of Ish osheth, David's enemy, over 
Isracl for atime is suggestive of the ene 
mies who shall continue even after the 
beast, or antichrist, shall haye gone to 
the lake of fire. 

Lesson IL.—David, King Over All Israel 
(IL Sam. v, 1-12), Golden Text, IT Sam, 
vy, 10, “David went on and grow great, and 
the Lord God of Hosts was with him.’ 
The Son of David, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
will surely, in due time, reign over all Is- 
rael (Mizek, xxxvii, 21-24), and they will be 
a righteous nation (Isa. Ix, 21). He will 
also bo King of Kinge and Lerd of Lords 
(Rey, xix, 16) on the whole earth, He is 
patiently waiting His time. Lotus meekly 
and cheerfully wait with Him and daily 
keop “Going and Growing’? (verse 10, 
margin).

Tesson V.—Davyid's Kindness (II Sam.

David continued to pros- 
per, reigning over all Israel, executing 
judgment and justice, and he was presery 
ed wherever he went (chapter vill, 14, 15). 
He has nothing but forgiveness in his 
heart for his enemies, and, for Jonathan's 
sake, seeks to find any of the house of Saul 
that he may show thom the kindness of 
God. May we, like Mepydbosheth, dwell 
in Jerusalem (city of peace) and eat con- 
tinually at the King’s table. 

Lesson V1I.—David's Victories (II Sam. 
x, §-10). Golden Text, Ps. xxvil, 1, ‘The 
Lord Is my light and my salvation; whom 
j shall I fear.’ ‘This is the record of one of 
the Lord's victories for David, in which 
40,700 Syrians were slain. When Israel 
* walked with God, there was no king or 
people who could stand against them, for 
the Lord fought for them, but when they 
failed to walk with Him Ho allowed their 
enemies to prosper and overcome them. 
We would have more victorios over our 
enemies, the werld, the flesh and the devil,
